In reply to Baron Moncheur, chief 
of the Belgian special mission, who 
was received at the White Mouse this 
week; the president said: “There is 
not one among us who does not today 
welcome the opportunity of express- 
ing to you our heartfelt sympathy and 
friendship, and our solemn determina- 
tion that on the inevitable day of vic- 
tory Belgium shall be restored to the 
place she has so richly won among 
the self-respecting and respected na- 
tions.” 

While it has been generally under- 
stood that the president’s,doctrine of 
the right of small nationalties to gov- 
ern themselves covered especially the

Canadian Boy Writes Home 
and Tells Pitiable Condi- 
tion---Redcliff Ladies Will 
Try-to Help Unfortunates, 


We reprint below a letter written 
by a Canadian boy now at the front, 
to his mother in Eastern Canada. The 
letter speaks foritself and as it has al- 
ready been read by some women in 
town they have been so moved by the 
conditions revealed that they think 
Redcliff should do something towards 
helping the unfortunate ones: In or. 
der that steps may be taken along 
this line they have asked us to an- 
nounce that a meeting of the women 
in town will be held at the home of 
Mrs. W. J. Fairbairn next Wednes- 
day afternoon at 3 o’alock. The fol- 
lowing is the letter: 

Somewhere’ in Belgium, . 

Dear Meother—I am. here in the 
land of such devastation and destruc- 
tion as you could never imagine if 
you tried for ever—Oh, it is awful, 
houses, villages and towns all torn 
up—piles of earth and such holes, 
you could bury 10 teams of horses— 
homes ruined, everything as though 
some terrible cyclone had struck the 
places and ruined them for ever. 

I am still driving a car for a prince 
~—next to the Crown Prince of Bel- 
gium, and mother I want to interest 
you in what Iam about to tell you, 

His brother, Prince Reginald Du 
Croy: and his sister were taken pris- 
oners by the Germans, the brother es- 
caped but his sister, the princess was 
with Edith Cavell, when she was taken 
prisoner, They tried to get Miss 
Cavell off but could do nothing. The 
princess was arrested. with her and 


munitions, leaving the very old and 
very wee little ones to starve. Aw- 
ful, isn’t it? and such dear little chil- 
dren. You would break .your heart 
mother if you saw them, even I burst 
out crying—poor little things, Isn’t_ 
it awful to think the little ones must 
suffer, 

They cut holes in bags and put their 
little legs through and tied them 
around their necks. Dozens’ were in 
bed covered up no clothes to put on. 

I have given all I can but money 
goes such a little way here, eggs 25c 
each, meat $3.20 a Ib, butter $2.25 a 
Ib., rice 25c a Ib., a rabbit $4.40, 

I have seen very old men and 
women stand in line for hours to get 
a little bit of potato or meal just to 
keep them from starving, 

They were good industrous people 
not very poor and many in fair cir- 
cumstances before the war and now 
they dé not even know where their 
children are. Ariything will be gladly 
received for the children. You could 
send the clothing to Hospital Eliza- 
beth, Prince Reginald Du Croy, Paper- 
inghe, Belgium. Give me clothing 
for these little children no matter 
what you go without—the suffering 
is . beyond description—anything, 
stockings, underwear, dresses, any- 
thing that a child could wear. 

I have been from one end of France 
to the other and from ane end of Bel- 
gium to the other belonging to the 

allies and I have seen things I will 
never forget. - 

Good-bye mother, and work for 
these dear little babies,

In his charge at the opening of the 
annual sessions of the synod of Ru- 
pert’s Land, Archbishop . Matheson, 
primae of all Canada, made an appeal 

for the endorsation of the legislation 
proposed by the federd] government 
dealing “with enlistments: 

“I trust,” he said, “that this meeting 
of our synod will place itself-on record 
not only in sympathetic, but in stern 
support of some method of selective 
conscription calculated to fill up im- 
mediately the complement of men, re- 
quired from our Dominion. 

’ Splendidly as Canada has doné in 
manifold ways she might have done 
better were it not for the hindrances 
which have resulted from the want of 
ore united action. It is unspeakably 
distressing that our differences and 
divisions, political and otherwise, in- 
stead of being allayed in the presence 
of common danger, have in certain di- 
rections been greatly accentuated. 


|Reims’a°Pantheon 


For Unknown Dead 


Conversion of the battle-torn cath- 
edral at Reims into a pantheon for the 
unknow dead of all the arniies fight- 
ing France for the common cause of 
democracy has been determined upon 
by the French governmént. The plan, 
to be put into’ exécution as soon as 


the war is over, has ‘been announced in 
dispatches’ to the headquarters in 
‘Washington of the French restoration 
fund. It is proposed that the cathed- 
ral shall not be restored, but that rep- 
resentatives of all Allies shall place 
their battle fiags within what re- 
mains of the historic edifice, which 
then shall be formally deJjcated as 
the monument to the heroic dead.
